thus reducing cost. 


As -'- farm practice, probably the 


easiest way to build up a rundown 
farm is to buy a considerable amount 
of plant food in concentrated feeds 
and depend largely on manure for 
organic matter, but when for any rea- 
son this is undesirable there is no 
doutt but that soil may be built up 
by grain farming aud the 
use 
of 


commercial fertilizers, where enough 
plant residue in the form of straw, 
clover and stover is ret-irned to sup- 
ply organic matter.
